Madison County is one of the historic counties of 
Kentucky. Here on the b-vvutiful banks of the Ken- 
tucky River was located tin old Boonesboro settlement 
made famous in story and song. Here, the first 
Legislative Assembly that ever convened on this 
continent West of the Allegheny Mountains, met. 

While Madison County is easily the largest and 
most populous of the Blue Grass counties (exclusive of 
county seats), it is located at the foot hills of the Cum- 
berland Mountains, which are plainly in view from the 
College Campus. Its people as a whole, are progres- 
sive, highly educated, church-going and law-abiding.
